Purdue-Cal  Considers 


Amphitheatre 


The  Student  Activities  Bureau 
Film  Series  concludes  the  Fall 
semester  with  the  showing  of 
'"The  Sound  of  Music'' 
Wednesday,  December  11  in 
Alumni  Hall. 

Admission  is  $1  for  PUCC 
students  with  activities  passes 
and  $2  for  the  community. 

The  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein 
musical  played  on  Broadway  for 
1,442  performances  before  it  was 
made  into  an  award  winning  film 
in  1965. 

"The  Sound  of  Music"  is  the 


story  of  the  Austrian  Von  Trapp 
Family  Singers,  their  governess, 
Maria,  and  their  flight  from  the 
Nazis  prior  to  the  second  world 
war. 

It  stars  Julie  Andrews, 
Christopher  Plummer,  Richard 
Hayden,  Eleanor  Parker  and 
Peggy  Wood. 

Among  the  film  offerings 
S.A.B.  has  planned  for  the  spring 
are  "American  Graffitti," 
"Clockwork  Orange,"  and  a 
Marx  Brothers  film  festival. 


171st  St. 

Purdue  University  Calumet 
Campus  may  not  have  the  space 
to  build  a  Bicentennial  bandshell, 
but  a  1,000  seat  amphitheatre  on 
171st  Street  may  be  more 
feasible. 

So  said  the  campus  acting 
chancellor  to  more  than  a 
hundred  Hammond  volunteer 
Bicentennial  workers  on 
Tuesday,  November  26. 

Chancellor  Richard  J.  Combs, 
addressed  the  workers  in 
Purdue's  Gyte  Science  Building. 
He  said  the  university  sorely 
regrets  that  lack  of  space  may 
not  allow  it  to  fulfill  the 
Hammond  bicentennial 
committee's  request  that  Purdue 
build  the  bandshell. 

However,  he  cautioned  that 
Purdue,  with  the  official  support 
of  the  Hammond,  Indiana 
American  Bicentennial 
Committee,  could  go  through  the 
Lake  County  circuit  court  to 
accomplish  it. 

Combs  was  one  of  nine 
committee  members  who 
outlined  the  committee's  work  to 
date  in  organizing  1975  and  1976 
Bicentennial  activities  in 
Hammond. 

Combs  said  the  city  would  have 
to  vacate  171st  Street, 
"something  Purdue  has  always 
wanted,''  he  added. 
Unfortunately,  he  explained, 
Mayor  Joseph  Klen  and  the 
Hammond  board  of  works  and 


public  safety  balked  at  the  idea 
when  approached  by  Purdue  in 
the  past. 

Thus,  Combs  said,  the  probable 
route  would  be  the  Circuit  Court. 

Combs  presented  schematics  to 
the  assembly  showing  the 
campus'  present  buildings  and 
lack  of  space  now  available  to 
build  the  bandshell-should  its 
construction  be  inevitable-would 
be  on  171st  Street  between  Gyte 
Science  Building  and  its  Student 
Center,  he  said.  The 
amphitheatre  is  also  slated  for 
the  site. 

Combs  acknowledged,  "This 
could  be  controversial.  Our 
neighbors  have  objected."  Porter 
Elementary  school  is  just  east  of 
Gyte  on  171st  Street. 

Combs  implied,  however,  that 
as  long  as  the  university  is  going 
to  consider  constructing  a 
bandshell,  it  is  only  natural  it 
ruminate  about  the  amphitheatre 
at  the  same  time. 

The  "neighbors'  objections" 
were  pursued  by  members  of  the 
audience,  including  state  senator 
Ralph  Potesta,  Republican  of 
Lake  County.  Potesta  was  one  of 
the  few  Republican  and 
Democratic  Lake  County 
legislators  attending  the  meeting 
either  as  observers  or  committee 
members. 

Potesta  asked  how  an 
amphitheatre  would  affect  traffic 
to  and  from  the  elementary 


school. 

During  the  discussion,  Combs 
said  the  Hammond  school  city 
has  approached  Purdue  about 
selling  old  Porter  to  the  Calumet 
Campus,  but  the  university  has 
been  noncommittal,  he 
explained.  Combs  left  the 
impression  that  Porter 
eventually  will  be  sold  or 
abandoned. 

Hammond  bicentennial 
committee  chairman  John 
Bowlby,  appearing  to  support  the 
amphitheatre  idea,  immediately 
asked  the  assembly  for  a 
"concensus"  on  the  issue.  He 
received  only  a  smattering  of 
raised  hands  supporting  the 
project,  but  it  appeared  most 
persons  hesitated  to  commit 
themselves  because  the  issue 
came  as  a  bolt  out  of  the  blue. 

Reverend  Ralph  S.  Steele, 
president  of  the  Hammond 
Ministerial  Association,  pleaded 
with  Bowlby  not  to  solicit  a 
concensus  at  this  early  date, 
calling  it  "unfair."  Bowlby 
concurred. 

Purdue  observers  said  after  the 
meeting  they  doubt  that  Purdue 
has  the  money  to  purchase 
Porter.  The  amphitheatre 
proposal,  they  added,  comes  as 
an  added  embarrassment 
because  Purdue  didn't  ask  for 
amphitheatre  project  money  in 
its  last  appropriation  request  to 
the  legislature.

Dr.  Fischer’s  Concert

At  12:30  p.m.  Monday 
(November  25),  Dr.  Gilbert 
Fisher  conducted  a  free  piano 
recital  for  classical  music  lovers. 
Dr.  Fisher,  a  philosophy  teacher 
here  at  Purdue,  played  an  hour 
program  of  the  artists,  Weber, 
Chopin,  Schumann,  and 
Stravinsky. 

Dr.  Fisher,  who  has  been  a 
pianist  for  almost  50  years,  holds 
three  degrees  in  music.  He 
received  an  AB  and  bachelor's 
degree  from  Obelin  and  received 
his  masters  from  North  Texas. 
He  plays  jazz  as  well  as  classical. 
After  World  War  II,  Dr.  Fisher 
played  piano  in  nightclubs. 
However,  Dr.  Fisher  was  unable 
to  make  a  comfortable  living  at 
this  occupation  so  he  decided  to 
teach  at  Purdue  to  help  his  career 
along.  Dr.  Fisher  has  played  with 
the  Southwest,  and  Gateway 
Orchestras. 

The  era  of  classical  music 
ended  around  the  year  1828, 
around  the  same  time  as  the 
death  of  Mozart.  Although  Dr. 


Fisher  feels  many  composers 
were  and  are  great,  his  favorite 
would  have  to  be  Mozart.  He  feels 
that  much  of  Mozart's  ability  was 
in  the  fact  that  he  could  interpret 
much  of  what  he  felt  into  his 
music. 

During  the  program,  he  played 
Sonata  in  A  flat  by  Weber.  This 
piece  has  never  been  recorded, 
and  may  have  never  been  heard 
by  many.  He  also  presented  two 
Etudes,  as  well  as  two  Nocturnes 
by  Chopin  and  Toccata. 
Stravinsky's  Three  Scenes  from 
Petrouchka  were  also  pre¬ 
sented.

Apply  For  A  Grant 


Over  one  million  students  have 
applied  for  the  Federal 
Government's  Basic  Educational 
Opportunity  Grants  so  far  this 
year,  and  it  is  still  not  too  late  to 
apply. 

First  or  second  year  students 
can  get  between  $50  and  $1,050  to 
help  with  educational  expenses. 
Basic  Grants  provide  eligible 
students  with  a  "floor''  of 
financial  aid  which  can  be  used  at 
any  one  of  over  5,000  eligible 
colleges,  junior  colleges, 
vocational  or  technical  schools, 
career  academics,  or  hospital 


schools  of  nursing.  It  costs 
nothing  to  apply  for  Basic 
Grants,  and  they  never  have  to  be 
paid  back. 

Before  applying  for  a  Basic 
Grant,  students  must  meet  three 
important  criteria: 

—  be  enrolled  full  time  at  an 
eligible  institution  of 
postsecondary  education; 

—  be  a  U.S.  citizen  or 
permanent  resident; 

— -  be  enrolled  in  postsecondary 
school  after  April  1,  1973. 

Eligibility  for  Basic  Grants  is 
determined  by  a  formula  which 
measures  financial  need.  This 


formula,  applied  uniformly  to  all 
applicants,  takes  into  account 
such  factors  as  family  income 
and  assets,  family  size,  number 
of  family  members  in 
postsecondary  school,  and  social 
security  and  veterans'  special 
educational  benefits. 

To  apply  for  a  Basic  Grant, 
students  must  fill  out  an 
"Application  for  Determination 
of  Basic  Grant  Eligibility". 
These  applications  are  available 
from  the  school's  financial  aid 
officer,  or  by  writing  Basic 
Grants,  Box  1842,  Washington, 
D.C.  20028.
